One vvas announcement by a com- 
mittee of railway executives that the 
iccont request by President Coolidge 
for a voluntary reduction in freight 
rates on wheat for export would not 
be gianted. 
The other development was the for- 


mal filing of an application with tho 
tailft commission looking to an in- 
crease In the duty on wheat by Rep- 
resentative Andert-on 
(Republican), 


Minnesota, who is president of tho 
wheat council of the United States. 


A committee of the railway execu- 


tives, headed by Samuel Rea, presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Railroad, to 
whom President Coolidge personally 
urged advisability of a. reduction in 
export wheat rates, came to Washing- 
ton and made reply to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 
They did 


not see President Coolidge but sub- 
mitted a brief to the commission. 


Briefly the reasons set forth by the 
committee of executives for refusing 
the president's request were that any 
such reduction would almost certainly 
be met by the Canadian and Argen- 
tine railways, thus making the cut in 
ratefe void as an asset to the Ameri- 
can farmer, and that western rail- 
roads were not in a financial nosltion 
to make any reductions. It had been 
found Inrpreacticable to confine re- 
ductions to the eastern roads, the ex-

'modern Bibles'," he says, "and the 
almost endless 'children's Bibles' of 
the last 30 years and none satisfied 
me for my own needs or for those 
of my sons." 
Thus Van Loon sits down to write 
the story of the Bible as he has 
memorized it from many reading? 
He addresses it "Dear Boys," and 
then -proceeds to tell the story. as a 
patient parent would, seeking fami- 
liar- words and phrases to bring the 
children into an Intimate touch with 
Biblical characters. 
This sense of intimacy is height-

Undoubtedly Van Loon's story will 


be analyzed and through this scru- 
tiny will come charges that he has 
colored certain passages to meet his 
own interpretations. Others will say 
that Van Loon has made an honest 
effort to tell a story unaffected by 
any cant or creed. 
To this reader it seems that Van 
Loon must be taken at his word. He 
Is telling the story of the Bible, In 
the way which he believeg. will bring 
a better understanding to his boys.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6—More than 
00 aliens, permitted to land on 


parole after facing deportationfl may- 
be allowed to remain here perman- 
ently, it was learned tonight when 
federal officials announced it was not 
certain that the American quotas had 
been exhausted.

Then, a large percentage is except- 


ed from the quotas, such as mer- 
chants, servants, students, 
teachers 
and previous residents of this coun- 
try."So we do not know exactly how 
we atand on the terms. There are 
thirty American districts and 
the 
quota for each is calculated in 
ad- 
vance. It takes some three weeks 
after quota to gt full rturns. Whn 
we make the final check we

find that all of the 3.000 can b« in- 
cluded permanently without exceed- 
ing the number the law allows. 
The number admitted by the immi- 
gration found little trouble In pro- 
ducing the ?500 guaranty which the 
government ordered deposited for the 
parole period, o rin finding bondsmen.

Health is in most people 
a necessary condition of success, and 
most of the members of the leading 
groups of society enumerated are dis- 
tinguished not only by their good 
general health, but also by the fact" 
that they live to a ripe old age."

But an ordinary feast at 


which alcoholic drinks form a part 13 
ever "distinguished by a natural <|pw 
of spirits and good fellowship." 
"A man may go to such a. dinner 


full of the cares and work of the day, 
with little or no interest in those he 
has to meet, whose occupations may 
be very diverse from his own, nervous 
of making any remarks to his neigh- 
bors foi fear of making himself ridic- 
ulous or saying something in which 
they are not interested.
